Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Fig. 1 in the reply filed on 10/16/2006 is 
acknowledged. 

Claims 11,12 and 22-25 are withdrawn by applicant from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed

Furthermore, claims 1, 3, 4, 7. 9, 10, and 15 have been withdrawn by the office 
as being drawn to a nonelected species, as they include limitations reciting offset cuts - 
elements not depicted in the elected embodiment, fig. 1.
